I he Virginia Beadi Gty Council is comprized <A 

11 free spirits and free thinkers who get along 

together," boasts Beach Vice' Mayor Hirold 

Heischober. "Consequently," Heischober continued, 

' "the Wginia Beach community is getting its money's 

worth from this group (^ local leaders. We all have the 

best interests of the dty at heart!" 

I^ischober, owner oi 
IfiUtop Toyota, began his 
. council term last summer 
when he was elected to 
^e of two vacam at-large 
seats. Meyera Obemdorf 
took the other spot. But 
even as Heischober eyes a 
futuristic seat in the Wt- 
ginia House of E>e legates, 
he remains in tune with 
the problems and needs of 
Virginia Beach. 

"Our greatest problem

Beach 
residents have leafned 
from crab biologist 
Willard A. Vaa&igel of 
the Vir^bi^ fiastitute of 
Marine Science (College 
of WiUiira and Mary). 

"We expect die com-' 
biped Chesapeake Bay 
catdi through August to 
be one-half to two-thirds 
the Iong*tenn average," 
he said. 

Co^er than normal 
water temperatures in 
April and May have 
slowed the rates of 
feeding, growth and 



movement of crabs, 
resulting in bdow-normal 
catches by potters. Also, 
adult crab stocks are off 
because the basic supply, 
lutched in 1979. is below 
average in v<riume. 

"«Only a few crabs three 
-to four inches wide are 
present in. the bay nOw, 
and these will reach 
market siise in two or three 
idicddiiigs, by middle or 
late June," he said. 

Van &igel 0rst criiser- 
ved signs of diminished 
crab stocks in the fan of 
1979, and a warning fote- 



cast was issued early in 
1980. He predicted that 
the September 1980 
through August 1981 cat- 
ch of crabs in the bay 
might fan as low as 40 
million pounds. The an- 
muU bay-wide crab har- 
vest normally averages 67 
million pounds. 

The biological year for 
the blue crab catch exten- 
ds from September 
through August of the 
next year. Young crabs 
spawned during the sum* 



mer months provide a 
year-class that begins to 
mature in September the 
following year. These 
adult stocks are then 
available to crab potters 
for 12 consecutive mon- 
ths. 

A large number of the 
1979 year-class (those 
presently available to the 
fishery) succumbed to the 
record rainfall of Septem- 
ber 1979. Many of the 
survivors were subsequen- 
tly displaced from 



Chesapeake Bay by high 
river and bay water 
discharge. Small numbers 
returned from the near- 
shore waters of the Con- 
tinental Shelf in late June 
1980, according to the 
scientist. 

"There are signs that 
the catch may improve 
when a new year-class 
matures beginning m Sep- 
tember, but will not be 
certain until our survey 
data is completed in mid- 
June," Van Engel added.

Suit Beach 




Growing vegetaUes at home allows Virgima Beadi 
gardeneis to suit thefar own tastes. 

'^Persons accustomed to the taste of vegetaUes 
purchased at a grocery niay find the taste of ficsl^ 
picked products different," said a Virginia Tech 
Extension specialist in hame horticulture. 

"The home gardeners not only can get a different 
taste, but can sample the home grown productt at 
various stages of maturtey and get the flavor they Hke 
oesl».-' 

Keep notes a> what the vegetables kiaic IHgb; then 
match the prefened taste with the appeamioe of the 
products for the next harvest, said Diane Relf, fiwndty 
member in Tech's College of Agriculture and Life 
Sciences. 

She listed some duvacteristics of six vegetables. 
They are: 

Aspaiagas - to newly {Wanted asparagus, do not cut 
the spears until the third year, and then harvest far only 
five or sb( weeks «- unt9 the spears beoone less than 
hatf an inch in diameter, fa foltowing years the harvest 
season can be extended. Cut spears just under the soil 
surfiux. Harvest when they are six to eight inches tall, 
before the tips begin to separate. Snapping spears off 
rather than cutting them avoids injuring other young 
stems and eliminates some Idtchen work. Any spears 
above ground after a kifling fi-ost are worthless. 

Gkecn or wax snap beans - Hanrest when pods are 
full size. For beans that are very smaH, harvesting can 
be delayed until they are.full size as long as the pods 
are still tender. Ibey should break easily with a "snap" 
when ready for harvesting. Seeds should not cause the 
pods to bulge. 

Broccoli - Harvest anytime after a firm head 
develops. If some plants can't be harvested after they 
reach full maturity, bend them tt> thegrouml on one 
side to break part of the roots to reduce the possibility 
of head splitting. If the heads have not split, they can 
be stored for kng periods at temperatures of 32 to 45 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Carrots - Harvest whenever the roots reach an 
acceptable size. Dig only the quantity needed for 
imuMKliaite use md allow the remainder to contitaue to 
increase in si^. They diay be left in the gnMuid.in the 
winter and dug M, needed. • i ':i. ' 

Sweet con ^ Harvest while the busk is stSl dark 
gieenl Kemtls shouldW Ml size when nUttuie yeubw 
or white color to the tip (rf the ear, but stffl hi the soft, 
idllk stage of growth. & is the sweetest just as the silk 
Madsns. Com matures very rapidly in hot weather. 
After picking, it shoukl be refrigerated immediately to 
prevent the sugar from turning to starch. Sweet com 
should be ready for harvest about three weeks after the 
first silk appears. Pierce a kernel with the tbumbnail: 
milky juice means com is just right; clear juice means 
wait a day or two; pasty fluid means you have missed 
the chttices for perfection on that ear.

Captains Want Tax Break 

YirgiffiUi Beach charter boat captains want their boats 
to be taxed as business equii»nent rather than personal 
property which carries a higher rate. 

CoureHlman Patrick L. Standing said the captains 
have complained about the tax classification and also 
abovtt the amusement tax. 

Oty Manager, George l^ Hanbury said the only 
trouble with changing the dassification for charter 
boats is thtt it would "open another floodgate." He 
said that now only {arm equipment and machinery and 
tools are taxed (at the lower rate of $1 per $100 
valuation). Personal property is taxed at $6 per $100 
valuation. 

Standing said the tax rate leads to having the boats 
registered in other states. 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy, Jr., a dentist, said that even 
in his business he pays personal property rates. 

Hanbury said that all commercial recreational 
activities in Virginia Beach, even sdiool plays, are 
charged an amusement tax. 

He said, iMwever, that he would look into both 
compUunts. 



Lake Avalon Complaints 

Area residents have complained to Virginia Beach 
City Council thirt a developer is not meeting his com- 
mitments for a laadfiU (iteration in Fentress. 

The L4dteside Construction Oxnpany has a use per- 
mit from City CouncU to fill a borrow pit known as 
Lake Avalon to nearby landowners. Richard Webbon, 
preddoit of the Council of Civic Organizations, t<M 
Council at an informal sesuon Monday afternoon, that 
the matter was brought up at the CCO meeting. The 
lots around the hUce had been sold as waterfront proper- 
ty, he said, and now the owner is contemplating filling 
up the pit and selling the property. He said the question 
now is whether the permit holder is meeting environ- 
mental requirements. 

In a letter to Council, the Avalon Hills Civic League, 
the Cedar Hills Civic League, the Homestead Civic 
League and the Nen^^t Civic League claim that the 
developer has not lived up to a cfMumitmem mad$ to 
Council to remove unsuitiMe materials which haobeen 
dumped in the lake. 

The letter states that at the April 6 Council meeting, 
attorney Grover Wrii^t agreed to remove the unsuitable 
material, which, Arthur G. Ridddl Jr., of the 
Homestead Civic League, entered into Counctl's 
dedsicm not to revoke or further suspend the permit. 
The letter, signed by RiddeD, said that no effort has 
been made to cMnply. 

Ridddl referred to the infonnal Council session on 
April 20 when it was reported that unsuitable material 
was being covered up rattier than removed. 

D.R. Tnieblood, dty engineer, in a letter to Mrs. ' 
Judith H. Saunders of SSS3 Westward Drive, said that 
the landfill site has been and win continue to be inspec- 
ted by the dty on a daily^ basis. It further stated that no 
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debris which is ill^al has been observed by dty inspec- 
tors and that while it is concdveable that some illegal 
material has been i^aced in the pit, the dty caimot 
require mnovid of aU the material to uncover minor 
illqial deoris. "This office does not intend to require 
removal of existing material." 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said this was "certainly 
an area that shoukloe reviewed." . .

Call 'Em Hurricanes 



In the Pacific Ocean, 
they're called typhoons. 
In the Indian Ocean, 
they're cyclones. In 
Virginia Beach, they're 
known as hurricanes. By 
any name, the giant 
whirlwind-type storms 
that begin over troincal 
waters are nature's most 
destructive storms. 

As hurricane season 
begins this month in 
Chesapeake and the rest 
of the nation, residents of 
hurricane-prone areas are 
urged to recognize the 
immense fury of these 
storms and offers some 
preparedness tips. 
1,293 kilkd 

In the last quarter cen- 
tury, 33 hurricanes have 
struck the continental 
United States, leaving in 
their wake 1,293 people 
dead. 

Last year, "Allen" was 
the only hurrican to hit the 
United States, but it left 
two dead and caused $SS.7 
million of insured losses. 

In 1979, the United 
States experienced two of 
its worst hurricanes: 
"Frederic," which swept 
through 10 states and 
caused a record $7S2 
milhon in insured losses, 
and "David," which hit 
12 states, the District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, 
resulting in insured 
damages of more than 
$122 million. 

June through Novem- 
j ber is classified as 
^ hurricane season, with the 
highest frequency of 
hurricanes in August, Sep- 
tember and October. The 
most hurricane-prone 
areas in the United States 
are the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts. 

Depends oa dcasity 

Hurricane fatalities 
depend to a degree on the 
population density of the 
area hit by the storm. But 
statistics show that public 
awareness of safety 
precautions can make a 
big difference in the death 
toll from storms of similar 
intensity in like areas. 

For example, 

"Camille" struck the Gulf 
Coast in 1969 and claimed 
256 lives. Twenty-five 
Mississippi residents 
refused to evacuate when 
storm warnings were 
issued and held a 
"hurricane party." 

Of the 25 partygoers. 



the storm left 23 dead. 
Ten years later, 
"Frederic" struck as even 
broader area in the same 
region, but the storm took 
only two lives. 

EvacaatloB important 

The importance of 
evacuatibn is emphasized 
by Glenn Taylor, a 
spokesman for the 
National Hurrican Center 
in Miami. 

Says Taylor, "You 
always have some who do 
not evacuate areas. No 
matter what they're told, 
some always stay around. 
Most people do heed the 
warnings, though, and 
have learned lessons from 
past storms. With 
'Frederic,' many thousand 
evacuated the area."

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Hurricane safety tips 
include with suggestions 
for expediting an insuran- 
ce claim should a 
hurricane strike. 

At the beginning of 
hurricane season, the 
following steps should be 
taken: 

Learn the elevation of 
your area and its storm 
surge history. 

Nine out of 10 deaths 
during a hurricane are 
caused by storm surge-the 
increase in water level. 

Trim dead wood from 
trees around your house 
since debris can damage a 
house during a storm. 

If you own a boat, 
determine the method you 
will use to protect it in the 
event of a hurricane. 

Check for loose gutters 
and downspouts. 

Decide how you will 
board up your house and 
have the needed materials. 

Obtain and storm 
emergency supplies before 
the emergency occurs. 



Inventory your personal 
property, noting furniture 
and major personal 
belongings and listing 
prices and date of pur- 
chase whenever possible. 
Review poHey coverages 

Review your insurance 
.policies. Homeowners 
and most common 
business policies do not 
include coverage for 
damage from hurricane 
flood waters. 

If your community 
qualifies, however, this 
peril can be covered by 
special flood insurance 
from the federal gover- 
nment. 

Most residential and 
commercial property in- 
surance policies do cover 
hurricane wind damage. 

The beginning of : 
hurricane season is a good ] 
time to make sure that 
your home is adequately 
insured. 

If you have questions 
about your policy, contact 
your insurance represen- 
tative. 

To determine the 
replacement cost for your 
home, ask your insurance 
representative for advice, 
talk to real estate people 
or hire a reputable real 
estate appraiser. 

The following safety 
precautions should be 
taken after the hurricane 
passes: 

•Watch for loose or 
dangling power lines and 
report them immediatdy. 

•Walk or drive 
cautiously. Debris-filled 
streets are dangerous and 
wash-outs may have 
weakened roads and 
bridges. 

•Do not use water until 
it is safe to do so. Boil 
muddy or foul-smelling 
tap water before drinking. 

•Check refrigerated and 
canned or bottled food for 
spoilage. 

If your property is 
damaged: 

•Notify your insurance 
representative and let the 
representative know where 
you may be contacted. 

•Make temporary 
repairs to protect property 
from further damage or 
looting. Reasonable ex- 
penses are covered by 
most policies or are tax 
deductible. 

•Be patient. While 
losses will be adjusted and 
daims paid as quickly as 
possible, hardship claims 
usually are handlni first.

1982 at a time when 
college offidab expect a 
leveling of ennrflment. 



Members of the 
college's Board of 
Trustees approved the 
•$4,400,000 annual 
operating budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 
1 at the annual q)ring 
meeting of the Board on 



Wednesday (May 20). 
M&jor factort in the in- 
crease over this year's 
$3,900,000 budget were 
substantial jumps in 
student services and main- 
tenance costs.

largest increase in next 
year's budget is student 
support which is a 19.7^ 
mcrease over last year. 
Student support for next 
year win include expanded 
student service!, activities, 
and facilities. In the area 
of student services, the 
trustees approved the new 
full-time position of 
Director of Career Plan-' 
ning and Placement and 
expanded the position of 
Director of Academic 
Skills Development for 
next fall. 

Two new faculty 
positions have been added 
for next year. A 
mathematics/computer 
science instructor and an 
additional faculty member 
in the history department 
will join the Wesleyan 
staff in the fall. 

New student 

organizations, such as 
Omicron Delta Kappa, the 
national leadership/honor 
society recently chartered 
here, are being added, and 
funds have been increased 
for special events such as 
convocations, concerts, 
and performing groups on 
campus. 

Faculty salary increases 
for the next fiscal year 
averaged ten percent. 
Virginia Wesleyan's 
physical plant has grown 
from one academic village 
in 1966 to include a 
library, science center, 
Chapel, gymnasium, 
student services building, 
two dormitories of a 
second academic village 
and a fine arts building 
which is currently being 
doubled in size. The 
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trustees got a sneak 
preview of the 8200 square 
foot fine arts addition on 
Wednesday, including the 
new laboratory theater 
which is being named in 
honor of Edward D. 
Hofheimer of Norfdk. a 
long-time friend and 
benefactor of the college, 
it is scheduled for com- 
pletion this summer. 

In addition to the new 
fine arts facilities, the 
present service building is 
in the process of 
renovation and expansion. 
Offices of the Dean of 
Students and the Director 
of Career Planning and 
Placement have already 
been moved to this 
building. According to 
Dean of Students W. 
Thomas Pendergrass, 
"When the moving of the 
bookstore to this building 
is completed diuing the 
summer, it will give us a 
well-rounded Student Ser- 
vices Building." A larger 
student union is in the 
college's master plan. 

President Lambuth M. 
Clarke told the trustees 
that he did not anticipate 
any increase in enrollment 
for this fall. The president 
reported that applications 
for admission were ten 
percent greater than last 
year at this time but, "we 
really have reached our 
capacity for the present 
facilities." More than 60 
of the 834 students were 
housed by the college in 
nearby apartments and 
townhouses this year. The 
dormitories can ac- 
comodate approximately 
360. About 415 students 
this year were listed as 
commuters from 
Tidewater area dties as far 
away as Williamsburg. 

Dr. Clarke expressed 
concern abut any substan- 
tial reduction in federally- 
funded student aid 
programs. "A sharp 
reduction in these 
programs, particularly the 
Pell Grants (BEOG), 
could have a serious im- 
pact on all colleges, 
especially those in the 
private sector," Clarke 
said. "I am voy thankful 



that we find ourselves in a 
strong enrollment position 
at this time." he added. 
Student fees account fot 
nearly seventy percent of 
Wesleyan's annual 
operating budget. 
Trustees have previously 
{4)proved raises in tuition 
from $3,175 to $3,700 
(16.5^ increase) and 
room and board from 
$1,625 to $1,950 (20^ in- 
crease). 

The trustess approved 
the appmntment on Wed- 
nesday of a full-time 
director of continuing 
education for January 
1982. A limited continuing 
education program is 
being planned for the fall 
of 1982. "This new 
program wil} involve non- 
resident ahd non- 
traditional age students 
from our commuting area 
in a continuing education 
experience offered with or 
without college credit." 
Dean William M. Wilson 
told the trustees. The dean 
noted that about ten per- 
cent of Wesleyan's current 
enrollment is above the 
age of 25. "The response 
from these older students 
has been very favorable," 
Wilson reported. "They 
like the small college at- 
mosphere, and some come 
to study with particular 
faculty members." He 
noted older students who 
commute from William- 
sburg and Suffolk. Dr. 
Wilson said Virginia 
Wesleyan did no expect 
the continuing education 
program to be large in 
numbers or in the breadth 
of courses. "Our major 
efforts." he said, "will 
continue to be with our 
full-time baccalaureate 
candidates, but we have 
had increasing requests 
for a limited number of 
course offerings in the 
evenings." 

Hairy Clay Hofheimer 
II, chairman of the 
Trustees Development 
Committee, gave a status 
report on die $16 million 
"Challenge for the 
Eighties" programs. He 
reported that the $500,000

Nearly 
100 area diainnen, cap- 
tains and team membm 
headed by Ernest M. Len- 
dman. general chairman, 
are working on the spring 
Annual Fund emphasis in 
May. 

Hofheimer said that a 
special emphasis will be 
placed on seeking en- 
dowment funds m 1982. 
The college has a goal of 
$10 million in endowment 
during this decade as part 



of the "Challenge for the 
Eighties" programs. 
>^ginia Weskyan's en- 
dowment is now just over 
$1 million. 

Judge Jerry G. Bray Jr.. 
chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, expressed ap- 
preciation to two retiring 
members of the 
Board — the first alumnus 
member of the governing 
body, Anthony W. Barrett 
of Nags Head, North 
Carolina, who is com- 
pleting a prescribed four- 
year term, and the Rev. 
Dr. F. Douglas Dillard, 
superintendent of the 
Norfolk District of the 
United Methodist Church, 
who is being reassigned to 
another pastorate next 
month, after four years on 
the Wesleyan Board. 
"Tony Barrett was an ex- 
cellent dioice as the first 
alumnus trustee and has 
set a high standard for his 
successors," said the 
Board chairman, "and 
Dr. Dillard has charted a 
new course in the impor- 
tant rdationship between 
the college and the United 
Methodist Church."

Beach Unhealthy For Dogs 

Rover Not Built For Beach 



The beach may be a fim irface for people in the 
summer, but The Humane Society of the Ltatted States 
warns that it can be hazardous fpr dogs. 

"Rover is not built for the beach," warns RiyBis 
Wright, Director of Animal Sheltering 'and Control for 
HSUS. Wright says that hot sun, hot sand, salt water, 
and insects can combine to make a day at the seaside a 
miserable - or even fatal - outing for your dog. 

The sun itself is the most dangerous enemy at the 
beach. Dogs don't perspire as people do and they over- 
heat easily. Wright warns that dogs should never be 
left onthe beach between the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. The sun is simply too intense. If you must take 
Rover to the beach, be absolutely sure he has enough 
shade. Rent an umbrella just for him if you have to - 
unless he's very small the shade from your beach chair 
won't be enough.

Sand is also a prime offender. Hie pads of a dog's 
feet have as many nerves as a human's, and if the sand 
is hot enough to bum your feet, it's hot enough to bum 
your dog's, too. To make matters worse, a dog wiU lick 
the burnt foot, ingest the sand, and make himself sick 
in the process. 

If your dot begins paminf heavily with his sides 
heaving, or if his tongue is turning deep red or purine, 
he may be in the early stages of heat prostration. If this 
happens, immediate action is necessary to prevent 
bQun damage and death. Tlie important thing is to cool 
him fiast. Douse him with wtter or wrap a wet towel 
around him. Feed him ice cubes or ice cream, but never 
unlimited water. An overiwated dog can easSy drink 
itself to deatfi.Bven if the dog is not overheated, smaU 
amounts of water giyen frequently are preferable to 
large amounts given less often. 



KDb fleas/dries sUa 

The ocean can be ftm for a dog, but it can also be 
djmgerous. The salt water may kill fleas, but it dries out 
the skin, which can exacerbate itchuig problems. Dogs 
don't understand the effects of things like tides and 
undertows, so know when he is getting tired and make 
him come out. Often a dog's loyalty to his master wiU 
push him out beyond the breakers to fetch a ball or 
frisbee when he is simply too tired to get himself safely 
back to shore. 

Wright also reminds owners to remove flea collars 
before allowing dogs to swim. The chemicals which kill 
fleas are intensifiedrby water, and too rapid a release 
can kill the dog along with the fleas. 

Also, remember that the feet that your dog has a flu- 
coat docs not mean he can't get sunbumed. Shaved 
dogs are especially prone to this, Wright says, another 
reason to leave your dog's coat its normal length year 
round. " 

If you must take your dog to the beach, Wnght 
advises, remember tfi take all the necessary precau-. 
tions. Tbe best place for your dog while you enjoy the 
beach is at home. Wind, surf, and dogs are not a safe 
combination.

Public libraries acrois the naticn are suffering from 
an information expiaian, according to Virginia Beadi 
public libi«ry director Maricie Sims. And Virginia 
Beach feels the impact very heavily. 

"I checked it out," Sims said, "and counted 
approximately 6S,000 regiateied, national organiza- 
tions. Public libraries aren't required to accommodate, 
nor have the facilities to accommodate all the 
pubUcations that may be sent to us for inclusion in 
public libraries." 

Recently, the Beach public Ubrary system has been 
tested by organized factions such as the Ku Klux Klan, 
or homosexuals, to see if their orguiizational news- 
papers can pass through their doors and settle within. 
Editors of the homosexual organizational newspaper 
"Our Own," and TTie American Qvil liberties Union 
(ACLU). have apparently dropped a court case against 
the Qty of Virginia Beach after the acceptance of one 
issue of "Ou-Own" per library. The KKK, however, is 
waiting a reply from the ACLU in response for their bid 
for legal assistance to provide that their publication is 
given the same rights as "Our Own." 

Sims discerns no reason why the two pubUcations 
should be treated alike. 

"Comparing 'Our Own' and 'The Klansman' is like 
:omparing ring apples and oranges." Sims said, "there 
is no correlation between the two. 

'Our Own' is written and published by local people, 
rhe articles contained within the publication pertain to 
he Tidewater area and Virginia Beach. There also 
ieemed to be little difficulty in determinmg news and 
editorials. 
"The Klansman." on the otherhand, contained very, 
/ery little if no information specifically about the 
/irginia Beach and Tidewater area. Not only that, but 
f there were Associated Press and United Press 
ntemational articles in the publication, the stories 
vere not labeled so. In addition, editorial comments 
vere interjected in the news stories. Let me say, 
lowever, that the editorial quality of a publication is a 
ninor point in its evaluation." 

How a publication is written is not as importam as its 
elation with the Virginia Beach community. The 
nformation explosion is forcing the library officials to 
xk long and hard at a particular publication before 
nduding it in the public library system. 

"Public libraries are exposed to the entire popula- 
ion, and their organizations," Sims said. "We have 
■either the space nor the budget to develop a 
lewspaper and periodical collection which would serve 
he interests of the 65.000 organizations which could 
ake us to court in an attempt to have their paUication 
lOused on our shelves. 

"If our public library uses a good, fair, selection 
;x)licy. which it does, the goals for a Ubrary are clearly 
net and is collection of newspaper and periodicals are a 
e flection of those goals."

Captains Say They'll Go Broke

There's a chance that charter boat captains will get 
scxne relief fixm the Qty of Virginia Beach's 10 percent 
amusement tax. 

The boat captains complain that all costs are rising 
and the amusement tax, which was increased from five 
^ to ten percent this year, would put them out of 
> business. 

Gty Council Monday afternoon asked city manager 

George L. Hanbury to meet with Vernon Etchings. 

^ attorney for the boat captains, to discuss the problem. 

{Etchings said Virginia Beach is unique in that no 
other areas in \^inia or North Garolinai apply the 
amusement tax to the charter boats. 

He said that the tax ordinance was aimed at 
amusements in Virginia Beach and "somebody threw 



in charter boats, drift boats and party boats." 

Ifitchings said that whQe the boats originate ft-om 
Virginia Beach, they go beyond the three-mile limit 
which is- outside the city's jurisdiction and where the 
activity takes i^lace. 

Ht said the ordinance Violated the Constitutional 
requirement that everybody be treated equally. The 10 
percent tax, he said is attached solely to the admission 
ticket at other amusements, but the tax in the case of 
charter boats becomes an income tax. The admission 
cost represents the entire receipts of the charter boats 
while at other "amusements" the operators can earn 
additional income (on food and other attractions) 
without paying an amusement tax. 

He said the captains already are required to buy 
merchants and business licenses and personal property 
tax on the boats and slip rentals. Along with these 
costs, he said the captains have to pay increased ftiel

"Virginia Beach commercial charter boat 
captains are being overtaxed," charges Virginia 
Beach boat captain Unwood Martens. "Even 
after grossing $100,000 a year now, 1 don't take 
home as much money as I did three years ago 
when I only grossed $60,000 annually." 

Martens, and attorney for the Beach charter 
boat captains Veraoa HtcUngs, charge that the 
City ot ^^%ginia Beach is taxing boat captains 
twice. 

"We already pay a business tax and a personal 
property tax," Martens said. "I think it is unfair 
for us to have to pay an additional amusement tax. 
Especially when the amusement is taking place 
past the three mile limit off the Virginia coast."

Beach Mayor J. He«ry McCoy, Jr., a dentist.

"'lean understand their problem," Mayor 
McCoy said. "If they have to dharge $200 for a 
fishing trip normally, and then have to add on 
another $20 for an amusement tax, its likely to 
deter anglers when they can fish in Norfcdk 
charter boats for less money." 

In addition to paying taxes to the city, Martens 
said he also pays 127t of your annual earnings for 
rent for your boat," Martens said. "And that, 
coupled with our insurance, ice, bait, fuel, and 
other expenses leaves us diminishing revenue 
over the years. Besides, there's not really that 
much money involved for the city to have to worry 
about." 

Mayor McCoy agrees again. 

"We received $32,000 last year from the 
charter boats," McCoy said. "I don't think that's 
enough mcxiey fcv Virginia Beach to lose to avoid 
the risk of imperiling our city's charter fishing 
business." 

Martens said his revenue is already dropping 
off, even though the season has hardly started. 

"I'm $10,000 down this year compared to the 
money I had taken in last year at this time," 
Martens said. "At this rate, my business win be 
down by 30 to 40^ this year compared to last." 

Drop aflmemeat tax 

Martens said he would like to see the 10^^ 
amusement tax repealed altogether commenting, 
"If we raise our prices it will affect not only our 
business but the hotel and restaurant business. I 
mean, afterall, many, many people come to 
^ginia Beach each Summer just to fish." 

Qty Council has yet to aa on the matter, 
pending a report from Gty Manager George 
Hanbary. But, McCoy says he feels the tax may 
be removed completely. 

"I know for certain that I would like the tax 
removed entirely," McCoy said. "And I think I 
sensed that a majority of council members feel the 
same way."

Hitchings pointed out that deep sea fishing is a 
tourist industry, but that it has already dropped to the 
extent that there are no boats at Rudee Inlet. Years 
ago, he said, it was hard to get a reservation on a boat. 

Pointing to the captains at the meeting, Hitchings 
said they wouldn't be there if they had bo6kings. 

He said that the ordinance includes 41 categories. 
What the captains want is to delete charter boats, drift 
boats, and party boats. 

Hitchings said that the enjoyment on a charter boat is 
not in Virginia Beach and maintained the tax cuts in to 
the profits. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said it "dbes look like a point 
of double jeopardy. ' ' 

Hanbury pointed out that an added incentive to 
keeping the tax is the cost of keeping Rudee and 
Lynnhaven inlets open. He said the city spends a half 
million dollars a year to keep Rudee open and derives 
only $32,000 from the taxes. 

I^chings said the Coast Guard should take over 
Rudee Inlet. 

Hanbury said the dty has been trying to accomplish 
just that but hasn't been successfiil. He said other 
communities which do not have the amusement tax "do 
not have the problems we have." 

Ervin said he didn't think the $32,000 was intended 
.,i0 fund the dredging. 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing, who introduced the 
subject last week, said that he understood the business 
was going to die. Ilie cost of operating is so high, the 
charters simply cannot go out of Rudee Inlet the way 
they used to do. 

tfitchings said that the situation would improve if the 
city took off the 10 percent. 

In answer to a question from W.H. Kitchin m, the 
captains said their fees have been increased from $I6S 
to $290 and $270 to $360 for a fiiU day . One half-day fee 
was increased from $180 to $225. One captain said he 
would have to charge $1200 a trip for a 10 to IS percent 
profit while 10 to IS years ago the profit was over 50 
I^nJfcnt.

Pavilion Food 
Policy Question 

One of the biggest problems of food concessionaires 
in a friace like the PaviiioD at Virginia Beach is to 
educate the public, says Arlene Haushalter, assistant 
food service manager in charge of sales for Seromation, 
the company with the food contract at the Pavilion. 

Contrary to rqxwtt, she said, the concession did not 
run out of food on Saturday during the RepuUican 
weekend convention. It also saw to it that a diebetic at 
the Memorial Day Fka Market was allowed to bring in 
her own cooler of beverages. 

At an informal meeting of Council Monday after- 
noon Councilwoman Meyera Obemdorf had nothing 
but praise for the staff and the facilities during the 
Republican Convention which attracted 8000 people, 
but he reported complaints about the food concession. 
She said the food was "enormously expensive" and on 
Saturday the concession ran out of food and drink.

Tourists Cling To Street Spaces 



Pavilion Lot Empty

The best laid plans to establish adequate 
parking for the resort strip at Virginia apparently 
aren't working too well. 

Eariier in the year when the city was adding up 
its parking spaces-at the Dome, at new city 
parking lots, at the Pavilion, all accessible to the 
beach by foot or shuttle, plans sounded good. 
There were enough parking spaces so that the 
on-street parking along Atlantic Avenue could be 
relegated to short-term parking with meters 
operating 24 hours a day. 

But beach-goers seem to ding to street parting 
and avoid the lots-espedally the Pavilion lot'. 
Councilwoman Barbara Henley said that on 
Sunday she noticed that the Pavilion lot was 
practiodly empty while people were parked all 
over illegally. And signs directing the beach- 
goers to off-street parking were highly visible. 

People have been complaining about the 
24-hour meters, started this sununer, to Council 
members and whoever will listen 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing, who was 
absent when Council approved the 24-hour 
meters, doesn't like them either. He brought up 
the subject at the informal Council session 
Monday afternoon. 

Councilman Reid Ervin explained that the 

meter ordinance was passed on the basis of a 

repon from the innkeepers but they have since 

J daoned the 24-haur meter charge was not in the 

report, he said. 

Oty manager George L Haidxiry said that 
trying to regulate hours last year was as bad as 
giving tickets 24 hours a day this year. He said 
that trying to meet every little problem is 
impossible. The alternative to the meters is to 
ban all parking on Atlantic Avenue, he said, 
adding that delivery truck personnel Ims also 
complained. 

The meters have a two-hour limit and users are 

disturbed about having to stop whatever they are 
doing to feed the meters. 

Councilman W.H. Kitchin m explained that the 
dty didn't have time to change the time Umits on 
the roeten or the fines for this season. Hanbury 
said, however, that he would recommend increas- 
ing fines when sooae 30.000 parking tickets 



ah-eady printed are used up. 

Kitchin said the object of the meters is to 
stimulate turnover. He admitted that it seemed 
strange to have meters operating at night but 
added that the police were probably too busy with 
more important things at night to have time to 
enforce the meter ordinance strictly. "If you're 
sleeping in a car in the morning you'll get a ticket. 
But it's cheaper than staying at a motel." He 
said that he has found that owners of the 
businesses who are cortiplaining are using the 
parking spaces for themselves. 

He said he knew that the police were ticketing 
cars at 8 a.m. because he got ooe-and paid for it. 

Coundhnan Harold Heischdber said that he 
finds the complaints are not over 24-hour parking 
but about undersigning. He said that he saw 
large signs and signs on the meter heads. 
However, it's difficult to read the signs on the 
meter heads at night, he said. 

Hanbury said that when the dty had huge signs 
saying no parking, people said they didn't read 
the signs because the presence of meters led them 
to believe parking was permitted. 

He said that in most places whete there are no 
meters no parking is allowed. Streets in other 
resort communities with as much traffic as 
Atlantic Avenue do not allow parking. 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy, Jr. said he thougltt 
local ptafAt were doing most of the can4>lainiQS 
rather than the tourists- 

Kitchin said there are signs posted "but if you 
put a sign on every meter thev won't see it. (Iliey 
win say). 'A sign? What sign?' Ibey wiU take the 
sign tilL It's amaang what peqple wiD do to get 
out of paying 23 cents (the minimum meter 
charite)." 

Ervin said that the city compared meter diarges 
with other communities. "I don't think our 
charges are as high as most of them." 

"Pm sorry I brought the whole subjed wp^** 
Standing said, and related the annoyance he felt 
when he was in a restauram and knewJie had to 
get out in one hour and 43 minutes to feed the 
meter. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said only that 
when parking decisions are nude next year, she 
didn't want to make decisions one week before 
they go into effect. 



Privat e Ambulances 

Permits Needed 

Private ambulance services will need a permit 
to operate in Virginia Beach under an ordinance 
approved Monday afternoon by Gty council. 

Some Coundl members were concerned that 
the ordinance a ould create more bureaucracy and 
would lead to the regulatian of private enterfmse. 
Coundhnan Dr. Clarence A. Holland said the 
ordinance was an atten^K to give better service 
and better utilization of emergency equipment. 
He said that although hospitaUzatian insurance 
will pay for private ambulance service, '*there is a 
tremendous lot of difference between ambul- 
ances." He said the ordinance may actually help 
private ambulance services. 

The ordinance requires any organizations that 
want to operate an emergency medical service 
agency in the city, except for the Office of 
Emergency Services, the dty's volunteer rescue 
service, to get a permit. Gty manager George L 
Hanbury said that ahhough the State now licenses 
all private agendes, there is no contrd over the 
level of care. Under the ordiiuuce each agency 
will be reviewed by the volunteer service medical 
directors. 

Four private agendes operate in the area-one 
in Virginia Beach, one in Chesapeake and two in 
Norfdk. 

Hanbury said that the vdunteer rescue squads 
have more advanced equipment. When private 
ambulances answer a call they sometimes find 
they arc not equipped to handle the situation and . 
have to call the rescue squad. As a result the trip 
is wasted and answering time lengthened. 

Bruce Edwards, coordinator for the city's 
Emergency Medical Agency, said with the 
ordinance the client will call 911, the emergency 
number, and the rescue squad will determine 
whether more sophisticated care is needed or 
whether a private ambulance service could do the 
j<*. He said that Norfdk, which operates a 
municipal service, has a similar ordinance. 

Edwards explained that using a private 
ambulance fbr the less-severe cases would leave 
the rescue squa4 available for more critical cases. 
(bnbury said that with the ordinance "you 
won't have two ambulances gdng to the same 
place at the same time." 

Councilman Reid Ervin asked whether the 
imivision would mean an increase in the budget 
and whether it represented "one more step in 
bureaucracy than we initially intended." 

Councilwoman Reba McQanan said there 
already aire state laws regulating the service. "I 
don't think k's necessary. If a private ambulance 
appears at the same time as ours, they should be 
concerned." She said no more regulation is 
needed and that people were h^ypy under the 
present setup. McClanan said that bureaucracy 
grows. 

Ervin elaborated. He said most oi the peofde in 
the paid department were formeriy memben ci 
the vdunteer service. 

Hanbury said that the volunteer experience 
served as a good ^yprentioeship program. 

Ervin replied that this was all right so long as 
the volunteers do not encourage their own 
employment. 

Edwards said that some agencies try to 
undercut others, but to arrive at the lower fees 
they have to cut back oo care. 

~Edwards said that rescue squads are reluctam 
to take simide transport cases for fear that the 
service wffl not be available for more critical 
cases. These less severe cases can be referred to 
private agencies. 

Hanbury said the private sector reconamended 
passage of the ordiiuinoe. Nobody was present at 
the meeting to oppose the ordinance. 

Hanbury said the dty did not want to regulate 
ftee enterprise. 

Ihe ordinance was approved by a vote tt 9-2 
with Coundlman Dr. E.T. Buchanan and Goondl- 
woman McClanan tflssenting.

Council Approves Zoning Change

CBN Expects SOOOStudents By 1991

Rezoning approved for all but 35.3 acres MS 
160.8-acre parcel makes way for a Christian Broadcast- 
ing Network (CBN) complex that will include a 
restaurant, a motel and convention complex, a printing 
establishment and shopping center, and room for 
expansion of its broadcasting facilities and graduate 
university. 

The only request which did not win approval by from 
Virginia Beach Gty Council Monday afternoon was far 
a rezoning from R-8 Residential Di^^cjpto A-2 
Apartment District on a 3S.3-acre parcel on denterville 
Turnpike. Council referred the application back to the 
Planning commission, CouncOwoman Meyera Obem- 
dorf, who made the motion to return the matter to the 
banning commission, said the intent was not to rezone 
the property A-2, btit to consider a way CBN could 
construct housing without increasing density and "be 
fair to all neighbors." 

The concern of the Planning Commission in 
recommending denial of the application was that the 
rezoning wouldset a precedent which would encourage 
other property owners in Kempsville to apply for higher 
density zoning. Referral was approved by a 7-1 vote 
with Councilwcman Reba Mccliman dissenting and 
Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. and Coundhnen John 
A. Baum and Patrick L. Standing absent. 

The present zoning allows the constructkn of 760 
duplexes. CBN wants to use the property for 
construction of apartments for students and (acuity 
members of CBN University and employees of the 
complex at the intersection of Indian river Road and 
Centerville Turnpike where the CBN operations 
building and the CBN University building are now 
located. 

Qrover Wright, attorney for CBN. has said that CBN 
plans to build no more than 15 units per acre although 
A-2 zoning would allow 18 units per acre. He said that 
student housing, which would be possible with a use 
permit would not answer the needs of the fiEunihy 
members and employees among the prospective 
tenants. 

Dr. Don Petry, vice president oS administration for 
CBN, said CBN expects SO percent of the community to 
live in the complex. The average age of the students 
(all graduate students) will be 30, he said. He added 
that the entire caatficx is expected to be completed 
within five to ten years and that the present student 
body of 1 SO is expected to increase to 3 ,000 in ten yean. 
CBN also has 1000 employees. 

Of the six remaining rezoning applicatians only one 
met any opposition ~ the application to rezooe from R-8 
resideittial District to B-2 Community-business District 
a 28-acre parcel in the vicinity oi the intersection oi 
Indian River Road and CenterviUe T^imiHke. 

Members ai the Newlight Gvic League objected to 
having a business district adjoining their residential 
community. Council voted 6-2 in favor of the rezoning 
with Councflwomen Meyera Obemdorf and Barbara 
Henley dissenting. 

Obemdorf said that even with inqvovements Indian 
River road wiB be aMe to handle only a certain amount 
of traffic. She said that ^owth can also be expected 
tea other undeveloped property akng the arterial and 
that she feared further sttipeanmeiaal. 

Gty manager George L Hmbury said that if there is 
any justificatian for business zoning "this is it." He 
said the road is the only I^ interdiange in A^rginia 
Beadi. 

Oberadorf painted out that Council also rezoned land 
"at the other end" for a service station "to catch 



business before it gets to Chesapeake." 

"We have to \txki at what the future requests will be 
all along that corridor," she said. To Wright, she said 
has pointed out to Council that each application should 
be considered on its merits, but that she also has heard 
him reverse himself and use precedent as an argument. 

Wright said that having business establishments on 
the property will internalize traffic. It makes sense, he 
said, to have Polities to which people can walk. 

"You mean that the parcel won't have an entrance 
from Indian River road. Are you saying this shopping 
center will only have an entrance from the main 
entrance?" 

Wright said no, that the site plans are not ready. 

Wright said that CBN already has 28.3 acres zoned 
B-2. AU CBN wants to do is relocate the business area 
to 33.7 acres. After dedication for a relocated 
Centerville TXimpike and a relocation of the ISO foot 
Cedar Hill Canal along with a 150 foot R-8 buffer 
between the center and the Newlight ccmimunity, 
Wright said that only about 16 acres will be left for 
development. 

Councilman Reid Ervin sakl that the traffic increase 
would be there if CBN were not because of the impact 
erf changing land uses. 

Centerville Turnpike will be rekxated eastward so 
that it will run through the CBN property. Among the 
conditions of the rezoning is that CBN dedicates a 
1 10-foot right of way for Centerville Turnpike relocated 
and 150-foot drainage easement for the relocation of the 
Cedar Hill Canal. Ahto required is the dedication of an 
additional right of way along the site's frontage on 
Indian River Road to provide for a future eight-lane 
roadway. 

The applicant also has voluntarily agreed a ISO-foot 
buffer along the eastern property line will remain R-8 
Residential Distria and a 150-foot buffer along the 
Southern property hne will remam R-5 Residential 
District. 

CBN also will design the ultimate four-lane~Section of 
Centerville 'Hunpike relocated and construct two erf the 
four lanes. 

hanbury said that the Centerville TUmpike whould be 
relocated and if CBN will help pay for it. tiiat will be 
fine. He said the project is five to ten years (rff, 
depending in the the progress of the CBN Develop- 
ment. 

CBN has 375 acres in the area altogether. Hie 
remaining 215 acres are zoned industrial. 

Wright said CBN wanted to be aMe to control die 
architecture at the complex so that it would be 
compatible with CBNand CBN University. He said that 
the only zoning not in place on the sit eis H-1 (hotel). 
The parcel already has office, commercial and R-8~ 
Residential. 

To allay fears that strip commercial along Indian 
River Road would develop with the business zoning, he 
said that the 150-foot (;anal would make the perfect 
buffer and a logical irfaoe to stop business zoning.

Drive is going to be paid in part by the Navy ($2 million) 

which requires that it go through the SDHT. Ahhough 
the state is not paying one penny for the project. Han- 
bury said, it has done nothing but dday the project, 
costing Virginia Beach more money. This project isn't 
expected to be c(Mistructed until 1983.

Charter Boats 
Tax Exempt 

Charter boats will be exempted from Virginia 
Beach's 10 percent amusement tax under an or- 
dinance wliich will be considered by City Council 
next Monday. 

The amendment will make the tax apply only 
within the City of Virginia<Seach plus one mile of- 
fshore, the amendment clarifying of the city's 
jurisdiction will exempt charter boats which 
generally operate beyond the three-mile limit. 

City attorney George L. Hanbury Monday af- 
ternoon informed attorney Vernon Hitctiings, 
whojs representing the charter boat captains, that 
city attorney Dale Bimson has been requested to 
prepare the amendment. 

The captains had complained that the tax, ad- 
ded to thdr other inflated expenses was killing 
thdr businesses. They also said the tax was unfair 
becuise the amusement on the charcef boat took 
I^ace beyone the three-mik limit and the^ city's 
jurisdiction and bediuse admission, on which the 
tax is; based represents total receipts. For other 
amusements, tiie entrance fee, which is taxed, is 
not the only income derived from the operation, 
they said. 
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Beach Student Wants 
JROTC Program Funded 



A member pf the Junior ROTC asked Virginia 
Beach City Council to support efforts to keep 
JROTC in six city high schools. 

Richard Nelson told Council Monday afternoon 
that the School Board wiB merge the six units into 
three leaving Bayside. Cox and Kellam without 
ROTC units. 

Nelson said that the Navy pays half the cost of 
the training and the School Board pays the other 
half. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that Council 
doesn't control how the school board money is 
spent, but that "you have my moral support." 

Nelson said that the schools won't provide tran- 
sportation between the schools and the trip is over 
30 minutes for some. There is no way a student 
can make it to class on a flve-minute break. 

He said the schools also want the students to 
pay for the heat and electricity because the 
building used is an outside building. He said for 
this reason the students want a room inside the 
building. 

Nelson said the program helps teach students 
leadership and citizen responsibility, and the 
training means a pay raise in any of the services as 
well as scholarships. "We want the Council 
behind us 100 percent," he said. 

He said the number of training sites was 
reduced when the School Board wnated to 
eliminate one of the two instructors at each site. 
When the Navy said it needed two, the number of 
sites was cut.

Prevent Problems In Beach Gardens 



If the ^rginia Beach 
home vegetable garden, 
which has taken so much 
labor, has a few problems, 
perhaps they can be 
diagnosed and fvevented 
next year. 

Thoe are many possible 
causes and cures for the 
variety of probkais thiU a 
home vegetable garden 
suffers, said Virginia Tech 
Extension specialist in 
home horticulture, DianMS 
Relf. She listed a^e 
common problems iad 
their solvtions. 

If the young plants are 
dying, it is ponftle they 
are sufferint ftrtilizer 
bum. Ne«ttime. the gar-^ 
dener needs to be siire the 
fertUizer i»«ifxcd more 
evenly hi tbe soil, flr that 
less fertilizer is used. 



Or the young plants 
may be dying from too 
much water. In this case, 
a possible solution is to 
apply any water in the 
morning. Then, if 
possible, select a well- 
drained garden site in the 
future. , 

Stunted, plants dwt^ 
pale or "yellowish" in 
color may be caused by a 
variety of inpblems. If it 
seems % be'J|ow;sotf^ 1^-- 
lilil^»>4idd -two Mt T^three 
pottnds of fertfilnr fw 
every 100 square feet.

Too much nitrogen in 
the soil also will cause 
weak, spindly plants.

Sciences faculty. 

Holes in leaves, most 
likdy are caused by insec- 
ts. A gardener needs to 
identify the insect and use 
the recommended control 
measures. 

Spots, molds and 
darkened areas <» leaves 
and stems can be caused 
by disease. After the 
disease is identified, 
recommended control 
measures may reduce fur- 
ther damage 



resistant varieties for the 
next crop, the specialist 
said. The same kinds of 
symptoms can be caused 
by fertilizer burn. In this 
case the gardener needs to 
wash the plants if fertilizer 
comes in contact with 
leaves and plan to be 
careful in the future. 

Fruit failing to set can 
be caused by both high 
and low. temperature. If 
caused by high tem- 
peratures, it will probably 
improve early in the fall as 
the weather cools. If the 
temperature is too low, 
the gardener should try to 
protect the plants from 
freezing. Insects also can 
prevent fruit from setting, 
in whkh case the insects 
need to be identified and 
the recommended controls 
used.

often called catfacing, are 
caufcd when there is cool 
weather during blooming. 
A different tomato variety 
might not be as suscep- 
tible. 

Misshaped carrots and 
beets can be caused by the 
plants being too close 
logether. They should be 
thinned as early as 
possible. Nematodes also 
could be the cause of 
misshaped carrots and 
beets, in which case, the 
gardener needs to route 



their place in the garden 
with resistant vegetables. 
If the problem is severe, 
the gardener also should 
coiuider soil fumigation. 

Heavy or stony s(h1 can 
be a part of the problem, 
too. The solution is to 
remove the stones and in- 
corporate organic matter 
in the soil. 

There still are many 
other common problems 
that reduce the harvest in 
the home vegetable gar- 
den, Relf said, but many 
can be avoided or 
minimized.

100 milHfitcrs of water. 

The bacteria, which may not be harmful, may 
suggest an environment for breeding (Utease 
bearint bacteria. 

Swimming in the river should not be affected, 
unless the bacteria count rises significaatly.

Virginia Beach City Council has decided to condemn 
approximately 16 acres of land at Lywihaven Inlet to 
use as a spoil site. 

Estimates on the coat of the land have run up to SI 
million. 

Council Monday evening authorized City Attorney 
Dale Bimson to condemn the property. An attempt by 
Councilman Dr. E.T. Buchanan to restrict use of the 
property to a iMl site failed, leaving the way open for 
the city to cooMnict K b<Mt rmp «« mnW th^^^ •* ■ 
later date. Although the onHnance approved by Coun- 
dl Monday 4mlt strictly wHh the MquWtkw of the 
property. CounsU oo Oct. 2. 1978 a|>provcd a leaohition 
seeking approval from the varioiu State and Federal 
agencies to use the property as a nunidpally-owned.^ 
spoil site and rccreatk>aal boatiag fadlky. 

The property, located imsMdiatdy southwest of 
Lesner Bridge at Lynnhaven Inlet, is comnumly. known 
as the Winder property. 

The site will receive materials from the dredging of 
the Inkt by the U.S. Army Corps of BngiDeen. The 
Corps required that the dty obtain its own spoU site 
because privately-owned sites, after they are filled with 
dredged materials, tend to be developed, removing the 
land as a tpoilsisc. 

R. A. Lawson. one of the owners objecting to the 
acquisition of the property, said the property is In a 
unique location, is zoned commeitial, and is along deep 
water. He said the owners have received offers !■ the 
six-figure range and cited the potential cost to the city of 
condemnation. 

Ed Link, who described himself as an interested 
dtizen motivated by environmental and fiscal interests, 
also said the acquisition would be a great expense. He 
said wetlands conservation alone should cause great 
consideration and said the price of the land could ap- 
proach Si million plus the e xpena e of devdopment. 

The initial loss tovohres taking the oomnerdal 
property off the tax rolls, he said, while the loss of the 
commercial property will have an affect on the tourist 
industry.
